REFUSE COLLECTION 


At the commencement of the year under review the Authority implemented 
a once weekly domestic refuse collection, The type of scheme commenced was 
the plastic sack system of refuse collection, Very few complaints were 
received during the change-over period, and the system has operated with 
remarkable success, This type of collection is in line with modern practice 
and obviates the nuisances that used to arise from normal bin collection, 


DRATNAGE AND SEVAGE 


The main drainage lines within the Local Authority's area continued 
to function in a satisfactory and efficient manner, and proved that they 
have a capacity equal to the demands made upon them, During exceptionally 
heavy rainfall which occurred in November, flooding did take place at some 
points within the Urban area, this in the main being caused by the 
exceptionally heavy rainfall after a period of drought, and these two 
factors causing ean inrush of leaves etc., into the surface water drainage 
systems. 


WATER SUPPLY 


The Local Authority's Water Undertaking contimed to supply the District 
with a pure and sufficient supply of water for domestic purposes. During 
the period under review a total of 26 water samples were obtained, 1 
bacteriological, which proved satisfactory and 12 Chemicals. 


MEAT AND OTHER FOODS 


As in the past all the meats sold within the District have been subject 
to slaughter and inspection elsewhere. No complaints of any nature were 
received concerning fresh meat sold within the District during the twelve 
months under review. 


CONTROL OF RATS AND MICE 


In spite of the Council providing a most efficient and up to date refuse 
collection service, the areais still bedevilled by the indiscriminate tipping 
of Household rubbish, It is obvious that the tipping of this vegetable and 
animal matter contimies to attract rodents, The rodent control services 
therefore had more than sufficient work during the period, and undertook 
this in an efficient manner.
